SESQUI 

It  is  an  easy  name  to  remember  at  this 
time  and  we  believe  that  the  beautiful 
dahlia  that  we  have  so  called  will  lin- 
ger long  in  your  memory  after  seeing 
it  as  it  grows  in  the  garden.  The 
colors  are  orange  buff  blended  with 
grenadine  pink,  and  as  combined  in 
the  flower  give  a new  and  very  pleas- 
ing effect.  The  petals  are  long  and 
pointed,  and  while  the  form  is  usually 
decorative,  there  are  sometimes  flow- 
ers which  would  fall  in  the  hybrid 
cactus  class.  The  form,  size,  stems 
and  floriferousness  are  all  up  to  our 

usual  standard  $10.00 

SUN  MAID 

This  is  a large  decorative  of  an  unusu- 
ally lovely  color.  The  outer  rows  of 
petals  are  a light  salmon  pink  tipped 
with  lemon  yellow,  while  the  tightly- 
closed  centre  is  pure  golden  yellow.

At  this  writing  one  plant 
bears  seven  gorgeous  blooms,  held  on 
long,  strong  stems,  none  of  them  un- 
der eight  and  one-half  inches  in  diam- 
eter, and  the  largest  ten  and  one-half 
inches — and  this  without  forcing.  In 
color  it  is  a blending  of  lemon  and 
apricot  shading  to  peach  pink.  The 
reverse  is  suffused  with  aster  purple, 
which  shows  on  the  twisted  tips  of  the 
outer  petals.  It  is  a beautiful,  softly- 
blended  bloom  by  artificial  light  and  a 
wonderful  keeper.  Easily  a prize- 
winner at  any  show.  Withdrawn 
from  sale  to  increase  stock. 

GOVERNOR  ALBERT  C.  RITCHIE 

is  a decorative  that  is  universally  ad- 
mired. The  color  is  apricot  yellow 
tinged  with  grenadine  red  and  show- 
ing an  almost  scarlet  reverse  on  the 
opening  petals.
